The  Geese  of  Ganderica. 


BY  A GOOSE. 


CENTURIES  AGO,  an  old  goose,  while  soaring  in 
the  heavens,  saw  in  his  mind’s  eye  a continent 
afar  off.  He  determined  to  leave  his  native  Goose- 
opolis  and  fly  westward,  until  he  should  satisfy  him- 
self that  he  was  not  mistaken.  Persuading  a few 
other  adventurous  geese  to  accompany  him,  they 
started  on  a wild  goose  chase,  pushing,  like  the  tide  of 
Empire,  toward  the  setting  sun.  After  a checkered 
experience,  they  at  last  reached  the  goal.  Some  of 
them  returning,  the  news  soon  spread  throughout 
Gooseopolis,  and  almost  immediately  a large  flock  of 
Gooseopolis  geese  embarked  for  the  newly-discovered 
continent,  which  had  been  named  Ganderica,  after  a 
presumptuous  old  gander  of  Gooseopolis.  Immense 
quantities  of  geese  continued  to  leave  Gooseopolis 
en  route  for  Ganderica,  and  while  many  of  the  geese 
were  seeking  simply  larger  and  richer  feeding  grounds, 
the  greater  number  were  really  in  search  of  a country 
in  which  there  were  no  restrictions  upon  the  right  to 
quack  when,  where,  and  in  what  manner  it  seemed  to 
their  goosely  minds  best  suited.  It  was  currently  re- 
ported that  Ganderica  would  naturally  afford  better 
facilities  for  freedom  of  quack,  freedom  of  flight,  and 
freedom  from  the  dictates  of  the  Great  High  Goose  of 
Gooseopolis,  because  the  continent  was  sufficiently 
large  to  allow  every  desired  or  desirable  liberty. 

The  laws  of  Gooseopolis,  made  by  the  Great  High 
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Goose,  were  very  objectionable  to  many  of  the  geese, 
and  whenever  the  geese  felt  an  abridgement  of  their 
freedom,  they  at  once  thong  it  of  and  tailed  of  Gan- 
denc.i.  Such  of  the  geese  as  were  dissatisfied,  yearned 
for  a 1 *nd  of  liberty,  an  I determined  to  lind  it  if  it 
could  b«  found.  Ganderica  seemed  to  them  i he  spot 
reserved  by  the  aggregated  wisdom  of  nature  to  estab- 
lish a resting  place  for  all  geese  whose  brains  occa- 
sionally got  the  control  of  their  stomachs,  and  made 
them,  so  to  speak,  intelligent  geese. 

Accordingly,  they  left  their  native  land  and  flew 
to  Ganderica,  the  home  of  the  free  and  the  land  of  the 
brave  geese.  Soon,  upon  their  invitation,  other  Goose- 
opolis  geese  came  to  Gandericr,  and  iittle  else  was 
quacked  about  but  the  new  continent. 

The  Great  High  Goose  of  Go  >seopolis  claimed  the 
divine  light  to  rule  the  Gandericans,  an  1 continued  to 
annoy  the  o,  by  virtue  of  his  right  to  rule  all  geese 
which  were  unable  to  rule  themselves. 

The  Gandericans,  on  amount  of  being  far  re- 
moved from  the  presence  of  the  Great  High  Goose, 
gradually  began  to  experience  a feeling  of  indifference 
for  the  quacking  of  His  Gooseship,  and  although  they 
continued  to  pay  tribute  to  him.  the  feeling  of  indif- 
ference slowly  developed  into  contempt,  and  finally 
into  defiance. 

The  Great  High  Goose  determined  to  quell  this 
growing  increase  of  quacking  for  greater  go  sely 
privileges,  and  accordi*  gly  abridged  the  freedom  of 
the  Ganderica  geese  in  some  particulars.  At  another 
time,  for  the  purpose  of  temporarily  allaying  their  per- 
sistent quacking.  His  Gooseship  would  extend  little 
favors  to  them,  but  he  never  swerved  from  the  idea  of 
divine  right  to  think  for  the  Gandericans,  who,  he 
claimed,  were  of  the  same  breed  as  the  Gooseopolians, 
who  never  doubted  the  propriety  of  his  exercising 
full  control  over  their  brains  and  their  possessions. 

Among  the  Gandericans  were  small  squad9  of 
geese  supported  purposely  as  fighting  geese,  and  the 
peaceful  geese  did  not  hold  them  in  high  esteem,  be- 
cause their  presence  indicated  the  intention  of  the 
Great  High  Goose  to  carry  out  his  determination  to 
rule  or  ruin.  On  one  occasion,  these  fighting  geese 
became  such  an  eye-sore  to  the  peaceable  geese  that  a 
collision  occurred,  and  the  fighting  geese  killed  three 
and  wounded  five  of  the  peaceable  ones.  This  trouble 
grew  out  of  a quacking  on  the  part  of  the  geese  who

admired  the  Great  High  Goose,  and  who  had  nick- 
named the  ge*  se  who  did  not  admire  His  Gooseship  as 
rebels.  Previous  to  this  time,  the  Gandericans  had 
been  annoyed  by  a lot  of  wild  red  geese  which  were 
on  the  continent  when  they  arrived,  and  having  had 
to  fight  them,  the  Gandencans  began  to  like  fighting, 
and  so  on  one  occasion,  when  the  Great  High  Goose 
had  sent  over  to  Ganderi  a some  vegetables  which  he 
knew  the  geese  used  to  like  very  much  in  Gooseopolis, 
and  from  which  he  expected'  to  realize  a heavy 
tribute,  the  Gandericans,  rather  than  pay  the  tax, 
threw  all  the  vegetables  into  the  sea,  never  caring 
whether  thev  had  a fight  about  it  or  not. 

The  Gandericans,  expecting  that  His  Gooseship 
would  get  a little  mad,  undertoOK  to  organize  them- 
selves, so  th;< t in  case  thev  had  to  light  they  could 
make  it  interesting.  Thev  finally  agreed  to  fourteen 
diffeient  things,  and  called  the  conclave  the  Gan- 
derican  Association,  and  began  to  govern  themselves. 

Pretty  soon  there  was  a terrible  rumpus  all  through- 
out Gandeiica;  every  goose  wanted  to  fight  with  some 
other  goose,  no  matter  whether  they  agreed  with  each 
ctner  or  not.  Fight  was  in  the  air,  and  could  be  had 
as  needy  as  advice.  Every  g<  ose  wanted  every  other 
goose  to  tread  on  his  tail,  or  knock  the  chip  off  his 
shoulder.  A go  se  was  a rebel  goose  in  one  feeding 
ground,  and  a loyal  goose  in  another.  The  quacking 
was  immense,  and  the  feathers  Hew  occasionally,  as 
the  quacking  of  one  goose  displeased  the  other. 

!Soon  all  lccal  differences  were  consolidated,  by 
the  Great  Hi 9I1  Goose  of  Gooseopolis  declaring  that 
the  Gooseopolians  were  authorized  to  capture  any- 
thing and  everything  belonging  to  the  Gandericans, 
and  ordering  that  the  geese  of  Ganderica  be  impressed 
into  his  service  to  fight  against  the  flock  to  which 
they  belonged. 

The  independent  geese  who  represented  the  Gan- 
derican  Association,  sent  word  to  the  Great  High 
Goose  that  his  fighting  geese  had  begun  the  tight,  and 
now  they  would  die  or  be  free.  The  Great  High 
Goose  concluded  that  they  might  die  if  they  wanted 
to  but  lie  did  not  want  any  free  geese  around  him. 
The  result  wTas  that  hundreds  of  geese  were  kil’ed, 
and  hundreds  mere  were  willing  to  die.  The  tight 
continued,  and  still  the  Great  High  Goose  held  on  to 
his  divine  right  and  kept  out  of  danger.  The  Geose- 
opolians  and  the  Gandericans  smote  each  other  hip 
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and  thigh,  and  the  Gandericans  continued  to  gain  con- 
fidence in  their  cause,  the  success  of  which  now 
seemed  hopeful. 

Finally,  the  representative  geese  declared  that  the 
Gandericans  were  free  and  independent,  and  did  not 
care  a cent  for  His  Gooseship,  nor  the  Gooseopolians 
either.  They  quacked  at  him  in  several  different, 
languages,  and  told  him  they  were  just  as  good  as  he 
or  any  other  goose,  his  divine  light  nofcwitnstanding. 
They  explained  to  him  that  he  had  done  everything 
which  he  ought  not  to  lmve  done,  and  that  he  had  left 
undone  everv  confounded  thing  which  he  ought  to 
have  done.  They  showed  him  that  he  was  a regular 
old  pelican,  a shy-poke,  yea  a buzzard.  All  these 
gentle  hints,  of  course,  slightly  intimated  that  he  was 
no  goose.  They  told  him  that  they  would  just  as  soon 
whip  him  as  fight  him,  and  agreed  to  do  one,  or  both, 
according  to  circumstances,  pledging  their  lives,  their 
feeding  grounds  and  their  goosely  honor. 

Then  the  fight  began  in  earnest;  dead  geese  were 
everywhere.  Commercially  they  had  no  value,  but 
every  goose  who  died  asked  a living  one  to  keep  up 
the  row.  and  so  it  went  on.  Some  seventy  thousand 
were  killed,  and  many  thousands  suffered  terribly 
with  wounds  and  privations,  brought  on  by  the  fight- 
ing. The  female  geese  and  the  little  goslings  passed 
through  a terrible  ordeal,  and  many  succumbed  to  the 
overwhelming  horrors  of  the  situation. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  battle,  it  was  found  that 
the  Gandericans  were  too  much  for  His  Gooseship, 
and  after  much  ado  the  row  was  declared  over,  and 
Ganderica  was  freed  from  the  divine  right  of  the 
Great  High  Goose  of  Gooseopolis. 

The  Gandericans  made  laws  to  govern  themselves, 
and  decided  that  one  goose  was  as  good  as  another; 
that  they  were  all  born  free  and  equal ; that  each  was 
a sovereign  high  gander,  and  that  each  and  every  one 
should  have  the  opportunity  to  become  the  Great 
High  Gander  for  a short  time,  in  his  turn. 

Whenever  any  one  was  to  be  chosen  Great  High 
Gander,  there  was  a terrible  quacking,  and  every  goose 
Who  could  fly  or  do  anything  else,  was  expected  to 
pitch  in,  either  for  or  against  the  proposed  Great  High 
Gander,  who  if  he  had  eaten  one  worm  more  than  his 
share,  or  had  quacked  a little  louder  than  was  deemed 
orthodox,  was  abused  by  every  goose  in  the  country 
who  desired  to  become  Great  High  Gander, 


The  Gandericans  having  seen  the  folly  of  expect- 
ing freedom  in  a country  wherein  had  been  estab- 
lished any  standard  set  of  rules  to  regulate  the  opera- 
tion of  their  brains,  which,  by  experience,  they  learned 
even  the  Great  High  Goose  could  not  cope  with,  mu- 
tually determined  that  no  laws  should  be  made  to  in- 
terfere with  ideas  which  they  had  learned  would  at 
times  surreptiously  enter  their  goosely  minds  entirely 
uninvited,  and  for  which  they  were  of  course  totally 
irresponsible.  Accordingly  it  was  distinctly  arranged, 
and  solemnly  pledged  that  no  Great  High  Gander,  or 
other  representative  goose  or  geese,  should  ever  make 
in  Ganderica,  any  rule  of  thought  which  should  be  re- 
garded as  orthodox,  or  inteifere  with  any  line  of 
thought  which  might  be  consequently  heterodox. 
Having  left  Gooseopolis,  because  they  were  not  allow- 
ed free  action  of  the  brain,  it  was  reasonable  that  they 
should  establish  this  safeguard. 

The  Gandericans,  after  thus  pledging  the  Great 
High  Gander  and  his  assistant  quackers,  felt  free  to 
flatter  themselves  as  being  beyond  any  interference, 
on  the  part  of  any  one,  who  thought  that  the  Creator 
of  geese  was  a different  kind  of  being  to  that  which 
they  accepted.  Whether  in  their  solemn  moments 
they  believed  that  future  punishment  would  consist 
in  having  their  wings  cut  off.  or  having  a weight  hung 
around  their  necks,  it  was  all  right  so  far  as  the.  law 
was  concerned.  Whether  in  the  hope  of  eternal 
bliss  they  believe  that  they  would  receive  larger 
wings,  quicker  flight  and  richer  feeding  grounds, 
or  held  to  any  other  peculiar  belief,  none  dared  to 
make  them  afraid.  Or,  coming  down  to  those  points 
which  more  particularly  applied  to  their  goosely  ex- 
istence in  Ganderica,  if  they  wished  to  quack  all  the 
Sabbath  day,  or  remain  perfectlv  quiet,  it  was  all  sat- 
isfactory. If  they  thought  that  it  was  more  important 
to  be  happy  in  Ganderica,  than  to  be  constantly  pre- 
paring for  an  existence  after  death,  no  one  would  dare 
disturb  them.  If  they  did  not  happen  to  like  the  tone 
of  voice  of  some  goose  who  had  set  himself  up  as  a 
guide  post  to  the  future,  they  could  listen  to  some 
other  quacker,  whose  tones  were  more  agreeable. 

If  they  desired,  in  short,  to  accept  as  a rule  or  guide, 
any  idea  which  was  suitable  to  their  situation  in  life, 
and  not  against  the  law  of  Ganderica  which  they  had 
helped  to  make,  all  would  be  well. 

. When  these  thoughts  flashed  across  the  minds  of 
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the  geese  of  Ganderica,  they  lifted  up  their  voices 
aloud,  and  quacked  with  exceeding  joy. 

Soon,  however,  a class  of  geese  who  assumed  to 
understand  the  1 iw  b^ttur  than  others,  endeavored  to 
explain  that  each  Ganderican  hod  the  l ight  to  think 
for  his  neighbor;  i.  e.,  A would  think  for  B,  but  B had 
no  right  to  think  for  A,  because  A asserted  thar  he 
was  right  beyond  a doubt,  and  could  prove  it.  This 
plan  di  1 very  well  when  B was  of  a negative  char- 
acter, but  a positive  B produced  a terrible  quacking, 
and  often  the^e  neighborly  interviews  led  to  alterca- 
tions, and  the  orthodox  and  heterodox  feathers  would 
flv  as  thev  used  to  do  in  Gooseopolis.  when  t e fore- 
fathers of  the  said  A and  B us*d  to  me-t  fraternally  to 
arrange  similar  matters  affecting  their  future  welfare. 

The  Ganderieans  proved  to  be  a.  peculiar  race  of 
geese  and  were  ranch  d sposed  to  organi  zation,  so  ihat 
in  a short  time  nearly  all  the  geese  had  alt-ached 
themselves  to  some  clannish  sect,  which  had  the  sole 
control  of  some  plan  for  the  present  or  future  exalta- 
tion of  its  members,  to  the  exclusion  of  ad  other 
geese  Ganderic  ms  though  they  may  be.  This  mania  ( 
for  organization,  and  the  consequent  clannishness  t 
arising  therefrom,  operated  substantially  the  same  as  ( 
a law  affecting  the  free  use  of  the  brain,  and  as  a re-  i 
suit,  every  goose  found  himself  under  the  ban  of  every  | 
othar  goose  whose  brain  did  not  happen  to  throb  in 
unison.  So  that  while  the  laws  of  Ganderica  were  be-  1 
yond  criticism,  the  rules  and  customs  of  the  several 
feeding  grounds  in  Ganderica  were,  by  the  numerous 
conflicting  organizations,  marie  fully  as  binding  and 
oppressive  as  if  they  had  been  issued  as  laws  by  the 
Great  High  Gander  himself. 

Many  of  the  Ganderi  -ans  began  to  think  that  they 
had  made  a mistake  in  leaving  Gooseopolis,  as  the 
laws  there  were  as  liberal  in  this  regard  as  those  of 
Ganderica  the  only  difference  being  that  in  Gan- 
derica, should  a goose  become  unusually  disposed  to 
indulge  in  clamorous  quacking  against  the  encroach- 
ment on  li is  liberties,  he  cm  be  cajoled  with  the 
promise  that  being  a good  goose,  he  may  become  a 
Grout  High  Gan  ler  for  a while,  and  if  that  he  impos- 
sible, surely  some  Great  High  Gander  will  give  him  a 
position  as  assistant  quacker  in  some  part  of  Gan- 
der iea.  . . , . . 

Having  larger  ponds  to  swim  in  and  larger  feeding 
grounds,  the  Ganderieans  fancied  themselves  much 


viser  than  wlien  in  Gooseopolis.  Every  one  wanted 
^ o quack  louder  than  any  other  goose,  and  even  went 
o tar  as  to  endeavor  to  m ike  other  geese  keep  quiet 
to  vhen  he  individually  desired  to  be  heard. 

Find  y,  it  seemed  advis  ible  for  all  to  quack  as 
: oudly  as  possh  le,  so  that  a con  <tant  din  was  kept  up. 
,(i  L'he  geese  specially  distinguished  for  strength  of 
foice,  were  known  as  quack iticiaus.  Nearly  all  the 
is  ?eese  had  strong  voices, 

r*  At  times  it  seemed  that  it  would  be  cheaper  after 
^r.  ill  to  have  one  Great  Higu  Gander  for  life,  and  thus 
l*  avoid  this  almost  incessant  din.  Most  of  the  gee-e, 
d albeit,  have  become  so  accustomed  to  quacking,  that 

• f anything  should  happen  to  deprive  them  of  that 

0 Pleasure,  nothing  short  of  suicide  could  mollify  them. 

The  great  first  idea  of  Ganueriea  was  free  quack, 
f and  the  determination  to  make  your  neighbor  goose  do 
t as  you  please.  This  worked  well,  when  it  worked  at 

1 all,  but  sometimes  it  would  not  work. 

Most  of  the  ge^se  from  Gooseopolis  were  whita, 

• ind  their  progeny  were  alike  free  from  blemish,  but 
jeing  good  fivers,  some  of  them  wandered  away  from 

i Gfandenca  in  quest  of  richer  feeding  grounds,  and 
5 hiding  a lot  of  black  geese,  brought  them  over  to 
J iGfanderica,  to  stir  up  the  mul  and  do  the  dirty  work 

• for  the  white  geese,  particularly  for  the  geese  in  the 
hotter  parts  of  Ganderica. 

In  the  sunny  parts  of  Ganderica  the  white  geese 
had  something  the  matter  with  the  n.  It  was  a 
disease  called  chivalry,  and  it  affected  them  so  that 
they  could  not  work.  * The  black  g-ese  did  not  catch 
this  disease,  so  they  worked  for  the  poor  white  geese, 
who,  through  inability  to  labor,  got  fat,  and  the 
disease  got  worse  accordingly. 

The  chivalry  made  them  quite  peevish,  and  on 
learning  that  the  whit^  geese  in  the  colder  portions  of 
Ganderica  had  an  epidemic  caked  patriotism,  they 
desired  to  have  their  feeding  grounds  cut  oft  trom  the 
general  feeding  grounds,  so  that  the  diseases  might 
not  intermingle.  On  investigation  afterwards,  it  was 
discovered  that  the  patriotism  and  the  chivalry  were 
diseases  of  a simdar  nature;  indeed,  so  much  alike 
that  it  was  difficult  to  tell  one  from  the  oTier. 

Every  time  a white  goose  from  the  colder  parts  of 
Ganderica  saw  a black  goose  it  made  his  patriotism 
worse.  Sometimes  it  would  affect  him  terribly,  and 
if  an  opportunity  for  a good  quack  did  not  present 
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itself  immediately  after  the  sight  of  the  black  gcose, 
spasms  often  occurred. 

These  spasms  seemed  to  be  electrically  connected 
with,  and  yet  diametrically  opposed  to  the  chivalry  of 
the  white  geese  in  the  hotter  parts  of  Ganderica,  who 
were  terribly  afflicted  whenever  they  occurred. 

Thus  the  black  geese  became  a recognized  bone  of 
contention  between  those  who  were  affected  with 
cbivalrv  and  those  who  suffered  with  patriotism. 

Things  got  no  better  fast,  and  at  last  chivalry  and 
patriotism  both  became  epidemic*  and  as  the  names  of 
these  diseases  were  rather  too  lengthy  for  the  quick, 
quacking  garruiltv  of  the  Gandericans,  who  were  con- 
stantly talking  of  these  prevailing  diseases,  it  soon 
became  fashionable  to  call  one  who  was  affected  with 
patriotism  loyal,  and  one  who  had  chivalry  rebel. 

By  a sort  of  sliding  scale  arrangement,  accordingly 
as  chivalry  or  patriotism  seemed  to  be  more  wide- 
spread, the  names  rebel  and  loyal  were  interchanged, 
and  those  who  had  chivalry  would  sometimes  be 
called  loyal,  while  those  who  had  patriotism  would  be 
called  rebel. 

Finally,  the  presence  of  the  black  geese,  working 
in  the  mud  for  the  white  geese  of  the  sunny  portions 
of  Ganderica,  so  exasperated  the  white  geese  of  the 
colder  parts,  that  it  was  decided  to  quack  the  disease 
called  chivalry  out  of  existence,  so  a general  quacking 
match  was  started,  and  at  last  some  of  the  geese  which 
had  the  chivalry  found  a few  of  the  geese  who  had  the 
patriotism  away  out  in  the  water  alone,  and  they 
threw  dirt  all  over  them.  Soon  after  (his,  the  feathers 
began  to  fly  all  around.  The  Great  High  Gander  de- 
clared that  the  black  geese  should  not  work  for  the 
white  geese  in  the  hotter  parts  any  longer,  and  all  the 
geese  in  the  colder  parts  quacked  in  goosely  chorus. 

It  seems  that  about  this  time  there  were  two 
Great  High  Ganders,  and  the  geese  in  the  hot  parts 
quacked  with  their  Great  High  Gander,  while  the 
geese  in  the  cold  parts  stood  by  theirs,  and  insisted 
that  the  one  from  the  hot  parts  was  no  gander  at  all, 
and  that  he  was  nothing  but  an  old  rebel  goose,  fixed 
up  for  the  occasion.  This  made  the  hot  geese  hotter, 
and  soon  there  was  a terrible  smash-up. 

Both  the  Great  High  Ganders  gathered  all  the 
geese  they  could,  and  dear  me,  how  they  did  fight! 
The  rebel  geese  and  the  loyal  geese  fought  and  tore 
and  threw  dirt,  so  that  you  could  not  see  which  was 
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on  top.  The  black  geese  were  mixed  up  so  that  they 
seemed  to  have  caught  both  the  diseases,  and  you 
could  not  tell  which  kind  of  medicine  to  give  them. 

It  was  an  awful  fight,  and  it  left  thousands  of 
nests  unprotected  and  broods  of  little  goslings  to  die 
of  a disease  which  sprang  from  a combination  of 
chivalry  and  patriotism,  and  which  was  pronounced 
incurable. 

The  number  of  geese  which  were  disabled,  having 
lost  a wing,  a leg,  an  eye  or  a disposition,  is  incred- 
ible. 

The  effect  upon  Ganderica  was  indescribable. 
Feed  became  very  scarce,  and  a few  of  the  smart  old 
geese  who  knew  of  good  corners  to  hide  food,  stored  it 
secretly,  and  finally  compelled  the  geese  who  had 
been  in  the  fight  to  do  everything  else  but  fight,  to  ob- 
tain food  enough  to  live  on. 

The  geese,  when  they  were  killed,  were  left  to  rot 
wherever  they  fell,  with  some  exceptions,  when  they 
were  laid  in  rows  and  numbered  the  same  as  geese  in 
a poulterer  s shop,  only  these  were  not  for  sale.  They 
had  been  already  sold. 

The  female  geese  and  the  goslings  belonging  to  the 
geese  which  had  been  disposed  of,  were  left  to  the 
mercies  of  the  rebel  geese  and  loyal  geese  which  had 
not  been  slain,  but  as  nearly  every  family  of  geese 
suffered,  more  or  less,  there  were  comparatively  few 
both  able  and  willing  to  assist. 

In  cases  where  the  female  goose  had,  by  nature,  a 
weak  voice,  and  was  physically  unable  to  make  her- 
self heard,  she  occasionally  was  neglected,  and  her 
ideas  of  goose-fights  were  not  entrancing,  though  ex- 
tremely impressive.  The  little  geese  met  grown  geese 
who  had  done  the  state  some  service,  by  killing  off 
the  head  of  their  family,  and  of  course,  on  these  occa- 
sions, a gush  of  admiration  was  always  manifest. 

Many  of  the  geese  who  had  escaped  death  were 
made  heroes  of,  and  made  much  of  by  themselves  and 
other  living  geese.  What  the  dead  geese  thought  of 
them  has  not  yet  been  made  known. 

It  appears  that  both  the  geese  which  had  the 
chivalry  and  those  which  had  caught  the  patriotism 
had  each  become  blinded  by  these  diseases,  which 
always  affect  the  sight,  so  that  they  really  started  the 
battle  before  they  knew  exactly  what  they  were  fight- 
ing about. 
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When  the  worst  diseased  ones  had  got  into  the 
fight,  the  many  who  had  pretended  to  be  affected  by 
the  diseases,  aided,  by  their  quacking,  to  keep  the  fight 
going  on. 

There  were  many  reasons  for  keeping  out  of  the 
fight.  In  the  first  place,  it  was  safer.  It  was  clear 
that  to  go  into  the  war  was  to  run  the  risk  of  catching 
one  or  other  of  the  diseases,  and  as  the  outsiders  had 
really  never  had  either  of  the  diseases  at  all  seriously, 
of  course  it  was  foolish  to  incur  such  risks.  Those  on 
the  outside  who  had  the  disease,  had  it  very  slightly, 
and  were  usually  affected  mostly  in  the  region  of  the 
mouth,  so  that  their  wings  and  feet  were  free,  and 
these  they  used  almost  constantly  in  making  all  the 
noise  they  could,  aided  occasionally  bv  discordant 
quacking,  when  the  diseases  would  allow.  These 
geese  quacked  only  in  chorus,  as,  if  the  voice  of  one 
alone  had  been  heard,  it  might  have  expo  ed  the  fact 
that  he  either  had  no  disease,  or  had  not  got  the  right 
one  for  that  particular  feeding  ground,  and  in  that 
case  he  was  a gone  goose. 

Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  fight,  and  regardless 
of  the  fact  that  over  half  a million  geese  had  been 
killed,  it  was  found  that,  with  the  exception  of  having 
liberated  the  black  geese,  so  that  they  would  not  have 
to  wrork  unless  they  had  to,  but  little  had  been  accom- 
plished. The  geese  which  had  the  patriotism  placed 
a white  feather  in  the  heads  of  all  the  black  geese, 
which  had  the  effect  to  make  them  more  conspicuous, 
and  it  often  unfitted  them  for  certain  classes  of  labor, 
which  they  seemed  to  think  might  soil  this  solitary 
feather.  This  solitary  white  feather  was  often  a 
source  of  anxiety  to  the  black  geese,  who  seemed  to 
think  this  dignity  was  conferred  upon  them  so  that 
they  could  eventually  bring  the  common  white  geese 
under  subjection. 

Without  having  understood  it  at  the  onset,  the 
geese  which  had  the  patriotism,  and  those  which  had 
the  chivalry,  at  last  began  to  realize  that  it  was  on 
account  of  a difference  of  feeling  for  which  they  had 
fought,  and  many  of  them  began  to  comprehend, 
when  it  was  too  late,  that  a difference  of  feeling  is  not 
a fit  subject  for  a war.  Of  course  they  saw  that  it  was 
natural  that  a war  should  come  about  on  this  account, 
because  wars  often  did  originate  from  a mere  differ- 
ence of  feeling,  but  as  the  Ganderican  geese  prided 
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themselves  on  their  superior  brains,  they  saw  that 
doing  as  their  progenitors  had  done  in  similar  circum- 
stances, did  not  bear  them  out  in  their  claims  of  supe- 
riority. They  saw  also  that  the  blood  of  geese  raised 
on  the  same  feeding  grounds,  hatched  in  the  same 
nest  even,  was  on  their  wings  and  bills  and  feet.  A 
sting  of  remorse,  too,  had  reached  to  their  hearts,  and 
followed  them  constantly,  even  to  their  death. 

Finding  that  the  same  feeling  existed  after  as  be- 
fore the  war.  and  remembering  that  the  black  geese 
during  the  battle  laughed  and  jeered  at  them  for 
fighting  on  their  account,  and  learning  by  experience 
that  the  black  geese  were  not  as  valuable  as  they 
thought  they  were,  it  was  tacitly  understood  and 
agreed  that  no  more  goose-fights  should  be  had,  unless 
it  became  necessary  to  fight  against  Gooseopolians,  or 
other  strange  geese,  who  should  endeavor  to  rob  the 
Gandericans  of  their  feeding  grounds. 

With  this  understanding,  there  were  many  efforts 
made  to  readjust  matters. 

Thousands  of  the  living,  when  they  realized  the 
character  of  the  misfortunes  brought  upon  them  by 
the  war,  wished  themselves  in  company  with  the  dead 
ones,  and  they  often  cursed  every  goose  but  them- 
selves for  getting  them  into  the  trouble. 

When  they  discovered  that  their  old  feeding 
grounds  had  been  destroyed  in  the  fight,  and  found 
themselves  without  food,  shelter  or  the  physical 
wherewith  to  reach  other  places,  they  were  indeed  in 
a sad  plight.  With  a wing  broken,  a leg  off  and  an 
eye  out,  and  with  a constitution  racked  by  diseases 
besides  the  original  chivalry  or  patriotism,  which  had 
partially  left  them  during  the  war,  they  were  striking 
objects  of  pity. 

On  looking  around,  they  discovered  that  the  geese 
who  had  been  most  anxious  for  the  fight,  and  who 
quacked  the  most  ungoosely  din,  had  found  it  conve- 
nient to  stay  at  home,  and  in  many  cases,  had  secured 
the  entire  control  of  nooks  and  corners  which  the 
fighting  goose  used  to  call  his  own.  When  the  poor 
wounded  goose  endeavored  to  make  himself  known 
after  the  battle,  he  was  scouted  as  a tramp-goose  and 
driven  from  the  feeding  place. 

So  many  troubles  had  come  upon  the  geese 
Ganderica  that  thousands  of  them  wished  they  had 
never  left  Gooseopolis,  and  particularly  did  they  wish 
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that  they  had  really  known  the  cause  of  the  war,  as 
they  understood  it  afterwards,  so  that  they  could 
have  conscientiously  kept  out  of  it,  as  they  had  deter- 
mined to  in  similar  cases  thereafter,  because  they  had 
learned  that  feelings  were  beyond  the  reach  of  war. 

These  geese  had  learned  nothing  from  history,  or 
they  would  have  known  that  it  is  impossible  to  change 
the  sentiment  of  a flock  of  geese  simply  by  killing  off 
a lot  of  them. 

Finding,  too  late,  that  the  battle  had  been  to  a large 
extent  a failure,  and  realizing  the  vast  amount  of 
misery  which  it  had  entailed,  they  mutually  agreed 
that  they  would  not  tight  again  except  with  some 
Great  High  Goose  who  might  undertake  to  invade 
the  privacy  of  their  general  feeding  grounds,  and  thus 
it  was  understood  that  all  disputes  should  be  settled 
by  a quacking  conference  of  all  the  parties  interested. 
It  was  enthusiastically  declared  that  nothing  should 
ever  cause  them  to  engage  in  uncivil  warfare  among 
themselves. 

Many  of  the  more  experienced  geese  have  honestly 
adhered  to  the  agreement,  in  thought  as  well  as  in 
deed,  and  are  so  thoroughly  imbued  with  the  import- 
ance of  peace,  that  they  would  rather  submit  to 
wrong,  to  some  extent,  than  to  be  forced  into  a battle, 
and  particularly  with  geese  of  their  own  flock,  and 
who  derive  sustenance  from  the  same  feeding  ground. 

Others,  however,  with  small  brains  and  large 
mouths,  are  inclined  to  raise  a disturbance  whenever 
an  opportunity  occurs,  and  seem  to  be  happy  only 
when  they  are  making  somebody  miserable  by  stirring 
up  strife  among  the  geese,  which  they  trust  may  indi- 
rectly result  in  some  manner  to  their  particular  benefit. 

Such  geese  are  really  a nuisance  in  any  well-regu- 
lated feeding-ground,  but  it  seems  that  they  will 
creep  in,  and  whenever  they  can  do  mischief  in  the 
way  of  inciting  quarrels,  they  are  extremely  gratified. 

Instead  of  learning  the  folly  of  disturbance  and 
the  importance  of  a liberal  toleration,  these  renegade 
geese  hunt  up  every  sore  place,  and  keep  biting  and 
tearing  at  it  until  somebody  starts  a fight,  aud  imme- 
diately thereon  the  renegade  is  missing,  as  however 
anxious  he  may  be  to  start  a row,  he  is  infinitely  more 
anxious  to  get  away  from  it  when  it  is  once  in  run- 
ning order.  He  is  never  willing  to  participate,  unless 
he  has  someone  at  a great  disadvantage. 
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Quite  often,  and  to  their  disgrace  be  it  said,  the 
decent  geese  allow  these  turbulent  fowl  to  control 
them  in  a large  measure.  This  ascendancy  they  gain 
by  virtue  of  their  inherent  and  irrepressible  imperti- 
nence; the  more  worthy  and  well-meaning  geese  often 
quietly  submitting  to  the  more  demonstrative  ones, 
rather  than  to  take  the  trouble  to  resent  their  inso- 
lence or  check  their  unwarranted  abuse. 

When  it  was  once  understood  that  free  quack  was 
one  of  the  inalienable  goosely  privileges  of  the  Gan- 
dericans,  they  bethought  them  of  the  methods  used 
by  the  Gooseopolians  for  preserving  the  quack  in  a 
silent  form,  so  that  instead  of  the  geese  taking  quack 
in  at  their  ears,  they  might  take  it  in  at  their  eyes. 
These  quack-preservers  were  much  used  in  Goose- 
opolis,  and  became  very  popular  in  Ganderica,  be- 
cause there  was  so  much  quack  going  to  waste.  Cer- 
tain geese  would  procure  an  arrangement  so  that  they 
could  start  a quack-preserver  in  almost  every  feeding 
ground,  and  when  the  geese  who  were  in  charge  hap- 
pened to  be  of  the  more  experienced  class,  and  pos- 
sessed sufficient  goose-sense  to  know  which  kind  of 
quack  to  put  into  their  quack-preservers,  they  became 
very  valuable  institutions  in  connection  with  the 
feeding  grounds,  and  the  geese  who  managed  these 
quack-preservers  were  held  in  high  esteem  by  the 
geese  of  that  vicinity. 

After  a while,  it  seemed  that  these  quack-pre- 
servers were  doing  almost  as  much  harm  as  good,  on 
account  of  the  fact  that  they  often  fell  under  the  con- 
trol of  geese  who  had  no  judgement. 

This  class  of  geese  were  largely  instrumental  in 
bringing  about  the  war  between  the  geese  which  had 
the  chivalry  and  those  which  had  the  patriotism,  and 
the  geese  who  were  managing  the  quack-preservers 
were  the  ones  who  had  the  diseases  mostly  in  the 
mouth.  During  the  chivalry-patriotism  war,  these 
quack  preservers  were  filled  with  quack  of  all  kinds, 
much  of  it  totally  unfit  for  preservation,  and  as  some 
of  the  preservers  were  conducted  by  geese  who  were 
absolutely  crazy,  one  can  easily  understand  how  the 
quack  was  selected  which  filled  these  quack-preservers. 

It  was  one  of  the  first  agieements  made  by  the 
Gandericans  that  the  liberty  of  these  quack-preserv- 
ers should  not  be  interfered  with,  so  that  when  a 
crazy  goose  got  hold  of  one  of  them  he  was,  by  the 
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common  consent  of  the  geese,  allowed  to  keep  it 
going,  although  at  times  it  was  the  biggest  kind  of  an 
annoyance  to  the  geese  whose  sentiments  it  pretended 
to  express  and  preserve,  in  silent  quack. 

Since  that  great  fight,  the  number  of  quack-pre- 
servers has  increased,  until  now  they  can  be  round 
every  v here.  Almost  every  goose  has  one  of  his  own, 
or  one  in  which  he  can  have  his  quack  preserved  on 
easy  terms.  As  a result,  the  quality  of  quack  which 
is  preserved  is  deteriorating  gradually,  and  as  the  old 
rule  of  injecting  a sufficient  quantity  of  spice  and 
vitality  into  it,  to  preserve  it,  has  been  largely  neg- 
lected of  late,  an  immense  amount  of  this  quack, 
through  inferiority  of  quality  and  lack  of  the  essen- 
tial preservative  constituents,  begins  to  smell  badly 
immediately  on  exposure  to  the  air. 

These  preservers  are  filled  up  generally  with  the 
first  quack  that  comes  along,  and  no  matter  whether 
it  is  to  the  detriment  of  a particular  goose,  or  a flock 
of  geese,  regardless  of  their  worth  or  their  unworthi- 
ness, it  is  at  once  preserved  by  the  crazy  geese  who 
manage  the  preserver,  and  the  quiet  geese  generally 
submit  to  it  gracefully. 

Whenever  a Great  High  Gander  takes  his  posi- 
tion, he  and  all  his  assistants  are  continually  abused 
by  a large  number  of  these  geese  who  run  these 
quack-preservers,  while  other  geese  who  are  affected 
with  a different  disease,  pile  on  all  the  praise  which 
they  can  crowd  into  their  preserver,  in  the  hope  that 
some  great  goosely  favor  may  be  conferred  upon  them 
by  the  Great  High  Gander,  who  is  constantly  re- 
minded that  it  was  by  the  instrumentality  of  their 
particular  quack-preserver  that  he  gained  the  office  of 
Great  High  Gander. 

These  quack-preservers  keep  up  a constant  excite- 
ment among*  the  geese,  who  almost  unconsciously 
allow  their  minds  to  be  warped  by  the  unwholesome 
and  unskillfully  preserved  quack,  which  they  devour 
with  their  eyes  at  every  feeding  place. 

By  close  observation,  it  has  been  demonstrated 
that  these  quack-preservers  have  a greater  power  than 
that  of  the  Great  High  Gander  and  his  assistants. 
They  make  the  thoughts  of  the  geese,  who  quack  in 
accord  with  the  particular  quack-preserver  which 
happens  to  strike  their  goosely  whims.  The  geese 
who  do  little  thinking  on  their  own  account,  are  thus 
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ed  by  the  bill,  to  quack  when,  where  and  for  what- 
3ver  purpose  their  pet  quack-preserver  demands. 
There  would  be  no  particular  objection  to  this  course 
Df  procedure,  provided,  the  geese  who  manage  the  pre- 
servers had  the  real  interest  of  their  quacKing  con- 
stituents at  heart.  Too  often  these  preserver-propri- 
etors are  without  hearts,  sometimes  without  brains, 
and  net  infrequently  they  are  owned  and  controlled, 
body  and  as  a whole,  by  crafty  old  ganders  who  keep 
out  of  sight. 

Long,  long  ago,  these  quack-preservers  used  to  be 
reliable  to  some  extent,  and  the  geese  could  with 
some  degree  of  certainty  depend  upon  distinguishing 
north  from  south  by  the  compass  of  these  quack  pre- 
servers. At  that  time,  the  compasses  of  the  preset  vers 
were  under  the  proper  controlling  influences,  and 
north  indicated  on  the  face  of  the  compass  was  really 
north.  Now  these  compasses  are  so  arranged  that  a 
secret  load-stone,  unnoticed  by  the  casual  observer, 
influences  the  indicating  needle  so  that  it  points 
accordingly  with  the  location  of  the  load-stone.  When 
the  geese  find  just  where  the  load  stone  is,  and  th  n 
take  the  trouble  to  calculate  its  relative  location  to  the 
real  north,  it  is  not  at  all  difficult  to  make  use  of  these 
preservers  to  some  extent. 

The  trouble  about  this  state  of  affairs  is,  that  but 
few  of  the  geese  have  the  requisite  strength  of  brain 
to  make  these  calculations  writh  any  degree  of  cer- 
tainty, and  when,  now  and  then,  a few  discover  the 
locality  of  the  load-stone,  and  learn  t > calculate  their 
bearings  with  reasonably  correct  result?,  in  most 
cases  these  knowing  geese  secure  a load-stone  of  their 
own  and  locate  it  in  some  place  to  their  particular 
advantage,  or  if  the  situation  is  not  propitious  for  the 
location  of  another  load-stone,  they  place  themselves 
in  the  way  of  the  geese  who  thought  that  the  locality 
of  their  load-stcne  would  not  be  discovered,  and  quite 
often  compel  them  to  share  the  spoils. 

The  difficulties  attendant  upon  the  proper  manip- 
ulation of  matters  pertaining  to  these  load-stones 
were  soon  impressed  upon  the  minds  of  the  quack- 
preservers  who  had  any  respect  for  the  true  north, 
and  in  many  cases  the  more  honorable  geese  retired 
from  the  preserving  trade,  and  left  it  in  the  control  of 
geese  who  cared  more  for  the  advantages  arising  from 
the  secret  load-stones  than  for  any  mere  fanciful 
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notions  about  the  real  north.  As  the  situation  de- 
manded load-stone-manipulators,  the  parent  geese 
soon  began  to  instruct  the  little  goslings  so  as  to  fit 
them  to  manage  loadstone-controlled-quack-preserv- 
ers,  and  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  it  soon  became 
generally  known  that  the  pre-requisite  of  the  quack- 
preserving establishments  was  a secret  load-stone,  the 
thoughtless  geese  still  continued  to  quack  in  unison 
with  these  concerns,  just  as  if  their  compasses  pointed 
to  the  true  north. 

Whenever  a load-stone  lost  its  power,  these  quack- 
preservers  were  influenced  by  the  real  north  to  some 
extent,  but  a new  load-stone  was  procured  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  it  being  located  in  a hew  place,  the  geese 
following  its  lead  were  often  quite  astray,  as  they  im- 
plicitly relied  upon  the  key-note  for  the  quack^  and 
their  ears  were  not  sufficiently  well  attuned  to  detect 
the  difference  in  the  pitch.  Even  the  more  astute 
geese  who  had  located  the  old  load-stone  would  be 
temporarily  misled  by  their  calculations,  which  were, 
of  course  based  on  the  locality  of  the  defunct  influ- 
ence, instead  of  the  newlv-arranged  change  of  base. 
The  general  appearance  of  the  preserved  quack  would 
indicate  very  little  difference,  but  the  experienced 
geese  would  occasionallv  detect  it.  Geese  with  weak 
eyes  seldom  saw  the  difference,  and  would  compla- 
cently travel  east,  west  or  south,  under  the  leadership 
of  these  quack-preservers,  who  were  silently  quacking 
North!  North!  North! 

Quite  often  the  geese  with  weak  eyes  would  close 
their  eyes  entirely,  so  as  to  give  them  a rest,  and  rely- 
ing entirely  upon  the  watch-quack,  North!  North! 
North!  they  wandered  along  until  suddenly  down 
they  went  into  a pit,  which  had  been  previously  ar- 
ranged by  the  owners  of  the  quack-preservers  and  the 
secret  load-stone  which  regulated  their  compasses. 

The  geese  who  fell  into  the  pit  and  were  not  im- 
mediately killed  or  permanently  disabled,  after  a 
while  would  rally  and,  of  course,  abandon  that  partic- 
ular quack-preserver,  but,  goose  like,  would  often 
attach  themselves  to  some  other  preserver,  which  was 
controlled  by  the  same  load-stone,  located  in  another 
direction.  Pit  after  pit  will  these  fool-geese  fall  into 
before  they  at  last  learn  that  the  true  north  is  the 
only  safe  guide,  and  that  if  there  is  to  be  a secret  load- 
stone, that  they  must  manipulate  it  themselves. 
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Of  course  the  quack-preservers  would  sometimes 
fall  into  the  pit,  but  generally  they  had  arranged  for 
a soft  spot  to  fall  on,  and  the  geese  who  managed 
them  would  eventually  secure  another  load-stone,  and 
again  give  the  quack-word,  North!  North!  North! 

Now,  if  these  poor  trusting  geese  had  been  any- 
thing but  geese,  they  would  have  learned  all  the 
tiicks  of  the  heartless  old  quacks  who  so  delighted  in 
misleading  them  ; but  a goose  is  a goose. 

In  addition  to  the  trouble  which  these  quack- 
preservers  brought  upon  the  thoughtless  geese,  there 
was  another  Ciass  of  scheming  geese  known  as 
screechers.  These  were  fully  as  great  enemies  to  the 
real  welfare  of  the  general  geese  as  were  the  man- 
agers of  the  quack-preservers,  with  whom  they  had 
formed  many  entangling  alliances,  and  in  many  cases 
they  were  owners  of  the  load-stones  which  regulated 
the  compasses  of  the  preserving  establishments. 

These  screechers  worked  on  a plan  very  similar 
to  the  preservers.  They  had  secret  load-stones,  and 
they  generally  were  firmly  located  in  the  goosely 
feeding  grounds,  but  the  screechers  persisted  in  de- 
claring that  their  load-stones  were  directly  above 
them.  The  simple  geese  devoured  the  discordant 
quack  of  these  screechers,  and  as  it  distilled  in  their 
ears,  it  charmed  them  as  the  divinest  music  of  the 
spheres. 

These  screechers  also  had  pits  and  traps  to  catch 
Ihe  gullible  geese,  and,  as  in  the  case  of  those  follow- 
ing the  preservers,  the  gullible  ones  would  close  their 
eyes,  and  only  kept  their  ears  open  just  sufficiently  to 
hear  the  screechers  quack,  Upward!  Upward!  Up- 
ward ! Whenever  a goose  opened  his  eyes,  he  always 
looked  upward,  as  the  screechers  had  previously  ar- 
ranged, so  that  he  never  saw  the  pit  at  his  feet,  and 
in  he  went  simultaneously  with  thousands,  who 
travelled  with  him  in  the  same  helpless  stupidity. 

These  screechers  all  had  a large  piece  of  pre- 
served quack,  which  had  been  so  skillfully  arranged 
that  it  contained  a recipe  for  every  ailment  of  fool- 
geese,  and  especially  for  those  whose  ills  were  imag- 
inary or  prospective. 

This  piece  of  preserved  quack  is  the  quintessence 
of  all  the  knavery  of  heartless  old  geese  who  used  to 
manage  quack-preservers  soon  after  they  were  first 
invented,  and  before  their  real  use  had  been  learned 
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by  the  geese,  who,  if  they  are  sufficiently  experienced, 
now  understand  that  a well-regulated  preserver  is  one  1 
of  the  most  valuable  boons  ever  vouchsafed  to  earthly  1 
geese,  as  one  with  a secret  load-stone  arranged  for  ( 
ulterior  purposes  is  the  greatest  curse. 

All  the  screechers  quacked  about  this  piece  of  pre-  j 
served  quack,  and  as  it  had  been  purposely  ananged 
as  a trap,  there  was  no  difficulty  in  using  it  as  a com-  ! 
pass  regulator,  suited  to  any  direction  in  which  was 
located  a pit,  and  it  was  easy  to  show  that  it  was 
exactly  in  tune  with  any  screecher,  no  matter  what  | 
was  the  key-note  of  his  particular  screech. 

Between  the  preservers  and  the  screechers,  the 
geese  were  kept  in  a perpetual  turmoil,  and  to  add  to  ! 
the  miseries  of  the  poor  fowl,  the  other  class  of  tor- 
mentors called  quackiticians  contributed  largely. 

The  quackiticians  were  in  collusion  with  both  the  1 
preservers  and  the  screechers,  and  they  owned  and  ( 
manipulated  many  of  the  secret  load-stones  of 
both  classes,  who,  in  turn,  owned  and  manipulated  1 
many  of  the  load-stones  of  the  quackitieans. 

Thus,  a sort  of  trinity  in  unity  was  established  1 
between  the  quackiticians,  screechers  and  preservers.  1 

They  were  one  when  a pit  was  to  be  dug  or  a f 
hock  of  geese  to  be  entrapped,  but  they  were  three  J 
when  the  spoils  were  to  be  awarded. 

They  wrere  one  in  denying  complicity  in  th8  £ 
Bcheme,  but  they  were  three  in  locating  its  responsi-  * 
bility. 

They  were  one  when  it  was  profitable  to  be  one,  11 
and  thrte  when  it  was  more  profitable  to  be  three. 

The  silly  thoughtless  geese  were  the  joint  prey  of  8 
these  one-in-tbree  and  three-in  one  crafty  enemies  of  1 
goose  kind,  and  this  trinity-unity-unity-trinity  com-  1 
bination,  had  everything  its  own  way. 

So  i etimes  the  load-stone  of  this  hydra-headed 
combination  seemed  to  confer  greater  advantages  1 
upon  one  of  the  sections  than  upon  the  other  two,  1 
and  then  there  was  always  a good  deal  of  quacking  5 
done,  but  usually  before  any  very  serious  split  i 
occurred  the  interested  parties  would  agree  to  com-  5 
promise,  by  mutually  explaining  matters  pertaining  s 
to  the  load-stone,  and  agreeing  to  be  more  fair  in  the  11 
division  of  the  advantages  than  they  had  been  in  the  11 
1 ast. 

It  is  difficult  for  an  ordinary  goose  toeomprehen  l J 
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what  profession  in  life  could  be  more  honorable  or 
more  advantageous  to  goose-kind  than  that  of  a 
qi  ack-preserver,  a screecher  or  a quackitician,  but  it 
appears  that  the  professions  are  not  sufficiently  profit- 
able, unless  there  is  at  least  one  secret  load-stone  to 
furnish  advantages  which  do  not  arise  wrhen  the  true 
spirit  of  the  profession  is  the  basis  of  action. 

This  being  demonstrated,  those  geese  who  in  their 
unsophisticated  goslinghood  studied  to  fit  themselves 
for  these  professions,  found,  to  their  surprise,  that 
what  they  supposed  were  the  pre-requisites,  were  of 
little  importance,  as  when  applied  without  the  use  of 
secret  load-stones,  the  result  was  a failure. 

They  had  learned  that  the  proper  study  of  goose- 
kind  is  goose,  and  that  a knowledge  of  the  science  of 
manipulating  secret  load-stones  was  the  great  secret 
of  success  in  the  leading  professions  of  goose-life. 

Naturally,  they  corrected  this  error  in  the  educa- 
tion of  their  growing  goslings,  and  now— -thanks  to 
the  enlightenment  of  the  present  age  and  the  im- 
provement in  the  methods  of  education— there  are 
very  few  unsophisticated  geese  who  will  dare  to 
enter  the  labyrinthian  mysteries  of  this  trinity-unity- 
unity-trinity  combination,  unless  they  feel  sure  That 
they  have  an  ample  supply  of  disregard  for  other 
geese,  whose  interests  they  may  find  it  advantageous 
to  inaugurate  a wrar  against. 

The  class  of  preservers,  screechers  and  quack- 
iticians  now  reigning  in  Ganderica  are,  with  few  ex- 
ceptions, experts  in  the  manipulation  of  secret  load- 
stones, and  as  a consequence,  the  averagegoose  knows 
no  more  about  the  location  of  the  true  north  than  a 
worm  know’s  about  the  date  set  for  his  destruction  by 
the  bill  of  some  hungrv  goose. 

Every  preserver  claims  a patent  right  to  peddle 
information  in  regard  to  the  location  of  the  true 
north,  and  he  abuses,  without  stint,  every  other  pre- 
server whose  load  stone  is  differently  located.  On 
account  of  their  experience  in  preserving  all  kinds  of 
quack,  they  reserve  those  parts  which  they  consider 
spicy,  but  which  the  unsophisticated  geese  regard  as 
unfit  for  use,  and  they  seem  to  take  especial  delight 
in  dealing  out,  for  their  individual  purposes,  this  bad- 
smelling quack,  hoping  thereby  to  be  able  to  locate 
another  loadstone,  from  which  they  may  extract  in- 
creased advan'agea. 
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Every  screecher  professes  to  have  secured  a secret 
method  of  communicating  with  the  Great  Chief 
Guide,  who  is  supposed  to  out-rank  all  the  Great 
High  Ganders,  and  he  boldly  asserts  that  broken 
wings,  disabled  legs,  weak  eyes  and  lack  of  worms, 
await  all  geese  who  hesitate  to  obey  this  warning 
quack. 

These  screechers  also  keep  in  reserve  a lot  of 
foul  quack,  which,  in  their  extensive  dealing  therein, 
they  think  most  suited  to  shower  upon  all  geese 
whose  brains  are  not  built  right  to  allow  them  to  be 
constantly  looking  upward  when  they  hear  the 
screecher’s  excited  quacking,  as  he,  with  long-drawn 
and  ungoosely  screech,  entreats  the  thoughtless  geese 
to  think  still  less,  but  to  confide  in  his  unerring  guid- 
ance. 

The  quaekitician  is  less  dangerous  than  the 
quack-preserver  or  the  screecher,  that  is,  he  would  be, 
if  it  were  not  that  he  often  combines  with  the  two 
former,  for  purposes  which  appear  so  unlike  anything 
which  a preserver  or  a screecher  ought  to  endorse, 
that  the  average  goose  is  easily  led  astray,  su  that  he 
cannot  really  be  regarded  as  anything  but  a go-be- 
tween, alike  the  servant  of  the  preserver  and  the 
screecher. 

The  Great  High  Fiend,  of  whom  the  screechers 
quack  so  much,  has  long  ago  decided  that  it  is  a waste 
of  time  to  separate  the  preservers,  screechers  and 
quackiticians,  and  when  they  conclude  their  goosely 
existence  he  dumps  them  indiscriminately  into  one 
hole,  and  marks  them  “Rivals.” 

The  honest  geese  of  Ganderica  can  devise  no  plans 
by  which  to  free  themselves  from  this  overwhelming 
affliction,  and  most  of  them  have  settled  down  to  the 
conviction  that  preservers,  screechers  and  quack- 
iticians are  necessary  evils,  and  so  allow  this  trinity- 
unity  to  rule  them  with  an  eye  single  to  the  glory  of 
the  combination. 

This  incongruous  alliance  invents  plans,  teaches 
the  geese  to  quack  about  them,  and  then  asks  the 
geese  to  stand  by  their  principles ; and  the  poor  geese, 
flattering  themselves  that  they  have  some  principles, 
conclude  to  stand,  never  realizing  that  the  so-called 
principles  were  mere  dial-marks  on  the  face  of  com- 
passes under  the  control  of  secret  load-stones,  of 
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which  those  who  quack  never  even  suspect  the  ex- 
istence, not  to  speak  of  their  location. 

In  the  western  portion  of  Ganderica,  in  the  midst 
of  lofty  mountains,  which,  on  account  of  their  sur- 
roundings, seem  totally  unsuited  to  a great  resort  for 
geese,  may  be  found  a large  flock  of  geese  who  have 
been  for  a long  time  under  the  control  of  screechers, 
the  chief  one  of  which  set  up  a broader  claim  than 
the  ordinary  screecher,  and  asserted  that  the  Great 
Chief  Guide  had  not  only  communicated  with  him, 
but  that  the  Great  Chief  Guide  actually  flew  down  to 
Ganderica  and  told  him  certain  things,  and  declared 
that  the  knowledge  of  these  things  was  absolutely 
necessary  to  prevent  the  Great  High  Fiend  from  pun- 
ishing the  geese  of  Ganderica,  Gooseopolis  and  all  the 
other  feeding  grounds,  with  broken  wings,  lame  legs, 
weak  eyes  and  lack  of  worms  for  ever  and  longer. 
Now,  this  screecher  had  a large  piece  of  preserved 
quack,  exactly  like  all  the  other  screechers,  but  as  he 
handled  tnis  phee  of  preserved  quack  more  than  some 
of  the  screechers  did,  it  was  found  not  to  be  petrified, 
as  most  of  them  had  supposed.  It  was  simply  pre- 
served, and  the  warmth  of  his  body  caused  peculiar 
odors  to  arise  from  this  piece  of  quack.  The  result  of 
it  was  that  many  rival  screechers  declared  that  he 
had  secui'ed  a bogus  piece.  This  declaration  was  be- 
lieved quite  generally,  and  the  report  gained  further 
credence  when  it  was  shown  that  this  screecher  had 
made  a piece  of  preserved  quack  of  his  own,  which 
may  be  accounted  for  as  follows : He  was  a Gander- 
ican  goose,  and  was  consequently  a cute  gocse,  and 
knowing  that  all  the  other  screechers  thought  that 
his  precious  piece  of  preserved  quack,  from  which 
they  drew  recipes  for  every  ill,  was  petrified,  he  saw 
plainly,  in  consideration  of  that  fact,  that  they  were 
not  as  astute  as  they  claimed  to  be.  He  had  proven, 
to  his  goosely  satisfaction  that  they  w^re  all  astray, 
and  taxing  advantage  of  his  discovery  that  the  pre- 
cious piece  of  preserved  quack  was  not  petrified,  as  all 
the  previous  screechers  had  supposed,  be  saw  that  it 
would  be  a simple  matter  to  make  a piece  of  precious 
preserved  quack  himself.  Without  in  any  manner  de- 
tracting from  the  value  of  the  piece  of  precious  pre- 
served quack  which  other  screechers  had,  he  undertook 
to  explain  by  his  own  piece  what  was  the  real  meaning 
and  value  of  their  pieces. 
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This  made  the  other  screechers  mal,  and  they 
quacked  as  crazily  as  it  is  possible  for  astute  geese  to 
quack,  and  particularly  geese  who  had  been  set  apart 
by  the  Great  Chief  Guide,  who,  it  was  supposed,  had 
endowed  them  with  brains  of  a superior  quality  to 
that  or  the  ordinary  geese,  who  naturally  depended 
upon  their  screeching  to  find  the  way  in  which  they 
should  waddle. 

Now  this  screecher  who  had  made  the  piece  of 
preci  us  preserved  quack  to  explain  the  pieces  which 
the  other  screechers  had,  belonged  to  a family  of 
geese  which  outnumbered  any  family  in  Ganderica. 
Every  goose  in  Ganderica  was  acquainted  with  some 
other  goose  of  the  same  family  name  as  the  screecher 
who  made  his  own  piece  of  preserved  quack  to  assist 
in  the  guidance  of  all  other  geese  on  the  earth. 

About  half  a century  ago,  this  screecher  and  five 
other  geese  met  in  one  of  the  feeding  grounds  of 
Ganderica,  and  agreed  that,  inasmuch  as  the  combina- 
tion of  quack-preservers,  screechers  and  quackiticians 
were  leading  the  geese  of  Ganderica  aud  other  great 
feeding  grounds  into  bv  and  forbidden  paths,  and 
thus  exposing  them  to  the  danger  of  being  entrapped 
by  the  Great  High  Fiend,  that  they  would  thereafter 
endeavor  to  show  the  geese  the  real,  genuine  and  un- 
doubted north : that  the  Great  High  Guide  had  told 
this  goosely  half  dozen  wh  it  was  necessary  to  do  to 
bring  about  an  arrangement  so  that  all  geese  might 
become  Great  High  Guides,  they  were  absolutely  cer- 
tain. Being  certain,  it  seemed  to  be  their  duty  to  go 
forth  and  quack  the  fact  to  every  kiudred  goose  and 
creature.  Accordingly  they  commenced  to  quack, 
and  as  many  gee^e  had  been  betrayed  by  screechers 
who  were  constantly  leading  geese  astray,  through 
the  influence  of  secret  load-stones,  these  screechers 
who  represented  the  goose  who  had  made  his  own 
piece  of  preserved  quack  soon  had  quite  a following 
of  geese,  who,  in  their  turn,  became  screechers,  so 
that  quite  a large  flock  of  geese  quacked  in  chorus 
with  the  sereecher-extraordinary,  who  had  made  the 
precious  preserved  quack  to  explain  the  pieces  owned 
by  other  screechers. 

This  screecher  extraordinary,  be  it  remembered, 
had,  while  hunting  in  the  mud  lor  worms,  as  is  the 
custom  of  the  Ganderican  geese,  discovered  some 
quack  which  had  been  preserved  in  a different  man- 
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nerto  that  in  which  quack  was  ordinarily  preserved* 
It  seems  that  this  quack  was  a legacy  left  by  an 
extinct  race  of  ducks  who  U3ed  to  quack  in  a differ- 
ent fashion  to  the  geese  of  Ganderica,  so  the  screecher- 
extraord inary  had  to  change  the  tone  of  the  quack  so 
as  to  make  it  suited  to  the  vocal  organs  of  the  gee3e 
of  Ganderica  and  Gooseopolis. 

This  is  the  substance  of  the  quack  made  by  the 
geese  wrho  assisted  the  sceecher-extraordinary  in  at- 
tempting to  prevent  the  Great  High  Fiend  from  cap- 
turing too  many  of  the  geese  who  were  waddling  in 
the  w’rong  direction. 

It  was  the  changing  of  the  preserved  quack  of  the 
dead  ducks  into  the  goosely  quack  of  the  geese  of 
Ganderica,  which  caused  the  screecher-extraordirary 
to  be  credited  with  making  a piece  of  precious  preser- 
ved quack  of  his  own.  All  the  other  geese  wrho  were 
with  the  screecher-extraordinary  bad  their  quack  pre- 
served, and  it  states  that  thev  saw  the  preserved 
quack  in  the  original  Duck,  and  that  there  could  be 
no  possible  mista  e about  it.  Whether  these  geese 
understood  the  original  duck  quack  or  not,  it  is  certain 
that  they  saw  something,  which  they  believed  was 
presrved  duck- quack,  or  else  their  preserved  goose- 
quack  is  not  to  depended  upon. 

In  any  case,  thousands  of  geese  believed  the  quack 
of  the  screecher-extraordinary  and  his  assistants,  and 
regardless  of  the  threatening  quack  of  screechers 
who  still  believed  or  professed  to  believe,  that  their 
peice  of  preserved  quack  was  petrified,  these  new 
screechers  had  convinced  themselves  that  it  was 
simply  preserved,  and  that  the  original  Duck,  as 
changed  into  Ganderican  quack,  was  the  true  key  and 
alter  ego  of  the  piece  of  preserved  quack  so  highly 
prized  by  all  other  screechers  of  Ganderica  and  their 
following  of  Geese. 

The  screechers  who  were  a part  of  the  combina- 
tion composed  of  themselves,  the  quackiticians  and 
quack-preservers,  at  last  determined  that  the  Great 
High  Guide  had  no  right  to  fly  down  to  Ganderica 
and  hold  converse  with  a common  goose,  even  if  he 
did  belong  to  the  largest  family  therein,  but  instead 
of  calling  the  Great  High  Guide  to  account  for  his 
unwarranted  intrusion  on  their  domain,  they  deter- 
mined to  stop  the  progress  of  the  screecher-extraor- 
dinary by  some  means,  either  goosely  or  foul. 
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The  diseases  which  caused  the  trouble  between 
the  geese  of  the  colder  and  those  of  the  hotter  por- 
tions of  Ganderica  have  existed  for  a long  time,  and 
they  have  not  always  been  known  by  the  same  names. 
Chivalry  and  Patriotism  are  simply  Stupidity  and 
Bigotry  under  other  titles,  and  these  diseases  are  as 
old  as  the  goose  race;  in  fact  they  can  be  traced  back 
to  the  days  of  the  earliest  race  of  fowl  of  which  only 
young  goslings  are  now  told  about  in  their  nests.  In 
short,  thev  may  be  classed  as  foul  diseases,  which, 
being  closely  allied  to  goose  nature,  break  out  and  be- 
come epidemic  under  certain  circumstances. 

Now,  those  screechers  who  had  the  bigotry  and 
the  geese  who  had  the  stupidity,  joined  against  this 
screecher  extraordinary  and  the  geese  who  followed 
him,  and  on  account  of  the  wonderful  success  of  the 
screecher-extraord  inary,  those  who  had  the  bigotry 
and  those  who  were  down  with  the  stupidity,  got 
worse  exactly  in  proportion  to  the  success  of  the 
screecher-ext  raordiuary. 

The  bigotry  and  stupidity  amalgamated,  on  ac- 
count of  the  close  contact  of  those  affected  with  these 
diseases,  and  it  produced  another  disease,  if  possible 
worse  than  both  of  them  combined.  This  disease  was 
known  as  public  indignation.  It  is  a horrible  dis- 
ease. It  first  affects  the  eyes,  then  extends  to  the 
stomach,  and  sometimes  reaches  the  brain,  when  the 
unfortunate  goose  so  afflicted  deserves  sincerest  sym- 
pathy. It  seldom  touches  the  heart,  and  whenever  it 
does,  it  produces  instant  death. 

This  terrible  disease  spread  thickly  among  the 
geese  in  the  neighborhood,  where  the  screeecher-extra- 
ordinary  was  adding  to  the  number  of  his  followers, 
and  it  attacked  them  very  severely.  Their  eyes  were 
soon  blinded  by  it,  and  the  natural  action  of  their 
brains  and  hearts  was  much  impaired,  indeed  almost 
paralyzed.  It  developed  at  last  into  madness,  and  in 
their  mania,  the  geese  who  bad  the  public  indignation 
at  last  killed  the  screecher-extraordinary,  and  at  the 
same  time  killed  another  goose  of  the  same  family, 
raised  in  the  same  nest. 

These  crazy  geese  continued  to  be  afflicted  with 
this  terrible  disease,  and  nothing  but  the  blood  of 
other  geese  seemed  to  do  them  any  good.  In  their 
rage  they  killed  many  female  geese  and  little  goslings 
who  knew  nothing  about  the  screecher-extraordinary, 
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and  who  could  in  no  sense  be  blamed  for  anything, 
except  that  the  Great  High  Guide  had  allowed  them 
to  come  to  Gauderica. 

This  disease  continued  to  spread,  and  blood  was 
in  demand  as  the  only  remedy  therefor.  At  last  the 
geese  who  had  the  public-indignation  drove  all  the 
geese  who  quacked  for  the  screecher-extraordinary 
entirely  away  from  the  feeding  grounds  which  they, 
by  constant  watching  and  labor,  had  secured  and  con- 
sidered their  own. 

The  female  geese  and  little  goslings  alike,  were 
forced  by  the  infuriated  geese  who  had  the  disease  to 
swim  across  dark  and  swiftly  flowing  rivers,  when 
almost  filled  with  ice,  and  many  of  them  died  through 
inability  to  contend  with  the  elements. 

The  places  where  the  geese  who  belonged  to  the 
same  family  had  been  buried ; the  little  nooks  and 
charming  retreats  which  had  endeared  themselves  to 
the  hearts  of  the  geese  and  of  the  little  goslings;  all  of 
the  supplies  which  they,  as  prudent  and  industrious 
geese,  had  stored  up  for  an  emergency ; everything, 
except  the  limited  stock  of  comforts  which  a goose 
can  carry  with  him,  had  to  be  left  behind,  for  the  cure 
of  those  who  had  the  public-indignation  so  severely 
that  blood  alone  would  not  relieve  them. 

It  has  often  been  observed  that  when  geese  have 
the  public-indignation  at  all  severely,  they  first  try  to 
make  other  geese  obey  them  implicitly.  When  they 
have  gained  this  point,  they  kill  the  geese  against 
whom  they  had  the  indignation,  and  then  they  take 
away,  for  their  own  use,  whatever  the  other  geese 
had,  as  if  it  were  an  afterthought,  whereas  the  pos- 
sessions of  their  goosely  victims  were  the  prime 
moving  cause  of  the  disease. 

The  poor  geese  who  were  driven  from  their  feed- 
ing grounds  soon  found  another  screecher-extraordin- 
! ary,  who  quickly  led  them  away  from  the  geese  who 
| had  the  public-indignation  into  other  parts  of  Gan- 
J derica,  in  which  the  disease  had  never  been  known  to 
’ exist.  The  geese  followed  their  new  screecher- 
extraordinary,  and  at  last  halted  in  the  western  por- 
tion of  Ganderica,  in  the  valleys  of  the  rugged  moun- 
tains which  seemed  to  form  an  impassable  barrier 
; between  the  two  great  bodies  of  water  bounding  the 
^ eastern  and  western  shores  of  Ganderica. 

■'  While  this  locality  was  in  no  sense  tempting  to 
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a flock  of  geese  who  had  been  accustomed  to  the  low- 
lands and  marshes  common  to  a sea  level,  they  were 
pleased  to  find  a place  free  from  that  dread  epidemic, 
public-indignation. 

Unfortunately,  some  of  these  fugitive  geese 
brought  with  them  the  seeds  of  this  frightful  disease, 
and  when  the  conditions  were  propitious,  the  disease 
broke  out  among  the  geese  who  had  been  the  victims 
of  it  long  before.  The  screecher-extraordinary 
seemed  to  have  the  disease  worse  than  any  other 
goose  in  the  flock,  and  it  spread  to  a considerable  ex- 
tent. The  immediate  cause  of  it  in  this  case,  was  the 
coming  in  contact  with  some  of  those  who  originally 
had  the  public-indignation,  in  the  region  east  of  the 
great  mountains  of  Ganderica. 

Some  of  the  followers  of  the  screecher-extraordin- 
ary caught  the  disease  in  the  worst  form,  and  it  as- 
sumed that  terrible  phase  where  blood,  even,  will  not 
satisfy  it.  As  a result  of  this  epidemic,  the  geese  who 
had  come  from  the  eastern  side  of  the  great  mountains, 
and  who  belonged  to  the  same  families  as  they  who 
had  killed  the  first  screecher-extraordinary,  were  in 
this  case  the  victims,  and  thus  it  was  demonstrated 
that  public-indignation  is  liable  to  break  out  in  places 
where  it  has  never  before  been  known,  when  any 
disease  of  the  character  of  a fever  once  attacks  those 
of  the  goose  tribe. 

It  seems  that  the  particular  cause  of  the  public- 
indignation  in  the  original  home  of  the  followers  of 
the  screecher-extraordinary,  was  the  fact  of  some  of 
the  geese  claiming  that  the  Great  High  Guide  had 
told  them  that  it  was  the  duty  of  all  good  geese  to 
take  under  their  protecting  wings  more  than  one 
female  goose,  and  to  care  for  more  than  one  brood  of 
goslings  at  the  same  time. 

The  Gandericans  professed  to  know  exactly  what 
the  Great  High  Guide  would  say  to  any  goose,  and 
even  if  they  were  in  doubt  about  that,  they  had  some 
time  since  decided  that  the  Great  High  Guide  had 
nothing  at  all  to  do  with  Ganderica,  so  that  if  he  had 
said  such  a thing  as  that,  he  was  interfering  with  a 
matter  that  was  none  of  his  business. 

The  combination  of  quack-preservers,  screechers 
and  quackiticians  claim  Ganderica  as  their  own,  and 
propose  to  work  it,  with  all  its  dips,  spurs  and  angles, 
without  interference  from  any  Great  High  Guide, 
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unless  he  make  himself  popular  with  their  combina- 
tion and  its  interests. 

The  idea  of  a Great  High  Guide  having  the  pre- 
sumption to  differ  with  the  views  of  a combination 
of  that  kind,  is,  to  an  average  Ganderican  goose,  an 
absolute  absurdity.  As  such  it  must  be  resented,  or 
he  may  undertake  to  interfere  in  other  matters.  The 
Gandericans  resisted  successfully  the  Great  High 
Goose  of  Gooseopolis,  and  why  should  they  recognize 
any  other  foreign  power? 

If  the  Great  High  Guide  will  study  his  interests, 
he  will  not  undertake  to  interfere  with  any  ideas  of 
the  Ganderican  combination  of  quack-preservers, 
screech ers  and  quackiticians.  Such  is  the  sentiment 
of  the  greater  portion  of  the  geese  of  Ganderica. 

The  Great  High  Guide  is  very  useful  in  his  place, 
and.  in  fact,  it  seems  impossible  for  the  screechers  to 
do  without  him,  as  he  is  so  handy  to  refer  to  as  a 
load-stone,  but  he  must  not  open  his  mouth,  because 
if  he  does,  he  may  interfere  with  the  little  game  of 
some  goose  or  combination  of  geese,  who,  as  Gander- 
icans, are  bound  to  stand  up  for  their  rights,  the 
Great  High  Guide  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

The  bare  thought  of  a common  goose  like  the 
screecher-extraordinai  y undertaking  to  engraft  new 
thoughts  and  new  practices  on  the  old  theological 
stem  of  goosely  guidance  which  the  fat  and  jovial 
screechers  of  Ganderica  have  so  successfully  managed 
without  any  interference  from  a foreign  "potentate, 
like  the  Great  High  Guide,  was  something  not  to  be 
entertained  for  a moment  by  any  goose,  who  might 
at  any  time,  by  the  quacking  of  his  neighbor  geese,  be 
made  a Great  High  Gander. 

The  screecher-extraordinary  found  quite  a 
number  of  geese  who  believed  that  the  Great  High 
Guide  had  commanded  that  two  or  more  female  geese 
should  nestle  under  the  wings  of  any  goose  who  might 
be  able  so  to  persuade  them.  Regardless  of  the  fact 
that  this  arrangement  was  mutually  satisfactory  to  the 
male  and  female  geese,  and  that  it  was  a matter  in 
which  thpy  were  much  more  concerned  than  any  other 
geese  in  Ganderica,  they  were  not  unmolested.  The 
Gandericans  denied  the  right  of  the  Great  High  Guide 
to  say  anything  against  the  acts  of  the  quackitians, 
who  had  said  that  one  male  goose  and  one  female  goose 
was  a family,  and  if  the  Great  High  Guide  said  any- 
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thing  to  the  contrary,  it  did  not  count.  The  Gander- 
icans,  with  but  few  exceptions,  denied  that  the  Great 
High  Guide  had  ever  said  anything  to  anybody  since 
he  allowed  the  piece  of  preserved  quack  to  be  known 
as  his  sentiments.  To  all  intents  and  purposes  the 
Great  High  Guide  might  as  well  be  dead,  and  a great 
deal  better,  so  far  as  the  geese  of  Ganderica  was  con-  j 
cerned,  for  they  knew  he  could  not  tell  them  any- 
thing which  they  did  not  understand  a great  deal 
better  than  he  did.  What  he  had  said,  and  what  was  ■ 
recorded  in  the  preserved  quack  recognized  by  their 
screechers,  they  accepted  ; but  he  could  not  spring  any 
new  ideas  on  them — not  if  they  knew  it.  When  the 
Great  High  Guide  was  in  his  youth  and  prime,  that  5 
which  he  said  was  well  enough,  but  now  he  had 
grown  old  he  must  not  be  allowed  to  speak;  because 
he  was  in  his  dotage  and  liable  to  say  something  l 
foolish.  The  piece  of  preserved  quack  was  full,  and 
the  Great  High  Guide  had  forfeited  his  right  to  add 
anything  else.  Besides,  what  did  the  Gandericans 
want  with  a real  Great  High  Guide?  They  only 
wanted  the  use  of  his  name.  If  the  geese  of  Gander- 
ica did  not  know  better  what  they  wanted  than  any 
old  superanuated  Great  High  Guide,  what  had  they 
lived  for? 

With  these  ideas  thoroughly  impregnating  the 
minds  of  the  geese  of  Ganderica,  there  was  little 
chance  for  the  success  of  any  screecher-extraordinary 
who  should  introduce  any  new-fangled  theory  in  re- 
gard to  how  the  geese  should  mate,  or  how  they 
should  get  information  in  regard  to  the  best  plan  to 
gain  the  favor  of  the  Great  High  Guide. 

For  the  purpose  of  disintegrating  the  flock  of  geese 
gathered  around  the  screecher  extraordinary,  who 
had  selected  the  mountain  valleys  of  the  western  por- 
tion of  Ganderica  as  their  feeding  ground,  all  the  in- 
fluence of  the  trinity-unity-unity- trinity  combination 
has  been  used  for  many  years,  but  still  the  screechers 
of  these  peculiar  geese  advocate  the  right  of  the  Great 
High  Guide  to  speak  to  the  geese  in  Ganderica,  if  he 
should  so  desire,  and  having  said  that  he  desires  one 
male  goose  to  care  for  more  than  one  female  goose, 
they  continue  to  assert  their  belief  in  their  right  so  to 
do. 

Some  time  since,  the  second  screecher-extraordin-  i 
ary  of  this  peculiar  flock  of  geese  died,  and  now  they 
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are  under  the  direction  of  another  screecher-extraor- 
dinary,  a native  of  Gooseopolis,  who  claims  just  what 
his  predecessors  did,  and  boldly  defends  the  right  of 
the  Great  High  Guide  to  speak  if  he  so  desires.  The 
Gaiulerican  geese  who  are  connected  with  the  pre- 
server-screecher-quackitian  combination,  expected 
that  on  the  death  of  the  goose  who  occupied  the  pos- 
ition of  screecher-extraordinary,  all  the  geese  would 
fly  away  and  seek  new  feeding  grounds,  but  they  did 
not  fly/  It  had  been  previously  expected  that  they 
would  be  scared  off,  but  they  are  still  here,  and  are 
likely  to  remain. 

As  they  do  not  scare,  and  fly  away,  and  as  there 
is  considerable  pubiic-indignation  among  the  geese 
of  Ganderica,  there  are  a great  many  geese  now  ad- 
vocating the  breaking  up  of  this  flock  of  peculiar 
geese  the  same  as  the  geese  who  had  the  chivalry 
were  broken  up  when  the  black  .geese  gained  their 
liberty. 

For  the  purpose  of  spreading  the  dreadful  disease 
of  public-indignation,  every  effort  that  can  be  made 
by  a lot  of  geese  who  have  the  disease  mostly  in  the 
mouth  is  made,  and  other  diseases  are  encouraged, 
so  that  out  of  the  mixture,  some  epidemic  may  come 
and  wipe  out  the  geese  who  follow  the  screecher-ex- 
traordinary, who  believes  that  the  Great  High  Guide 
has  told  his  predecessors  what  is  best  for  the  geese 
who  desire  his  favor  to  understand. 

It  is  noticeable  here,  as  elsewhere,  that  those  geese 
who  have  nothing,  and  who  are  too  lazy  to  save  up  any- 
thing, are  the  most  anxious  to  do  something  to  strike 
a blow  at  the  screecher-extraordinary  or  his  followers. 
Male  geese  who  protect  no  female  goose,  but  prey 
upon  all  of  them,  are  much  annoyed  at  these  peculiar 
geese  who  willingly  provide  for  two  or  more  females, 
who  seem  quite  willing  they  should.  These  roving 
geese  who  have  goslings  scattered  all  over  Ganderica, 
quack  ferociously  at  the  pecularity  cf  the  geese  here, 
who  carefully  guard  two  or  three  nests,  and  beg  pit- 
eously to  be  allowed  to  drive  off  these  trusty  sentinels, 
so  as  to  allow  some  one  a chance  to  break  the  eggs, 
and  scare  the  female  goose  out  of  her  wits.  Some  of 
these  male  geese  with  numerous  nests  are  not  as  faith- 
ful to  their  duty  as  they  should  be,  but  what  can  be 
expected,  when  such  bad  examples  are  set  by  the  male 
geese  who  have  only  one  nest  to  watch  over. 
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Public-indignation,  that  worst  of  all  diseases,  is 
beginning  to  break  out,  and  while  it  is  now  slumber-  1 
ing,  a proper  diagnosis  will  show  that  the  premonitory  11 
fever  has  set  in.  Its  victims  are  to  be  the  followers  of 
the  screecher-extraordinary,  and  the  plan  of  operation 
is  as  usual.  First,  force  obedience,  then  kill  the 
geese,  and  then  take  away  whatever  the  geese  had 
accumulated. 

Knowing  geese  assure  the  unsophisticated  ones 
that  all  this  can  be  done  without  any  difficulty,  unless 
the  foolish  geese  to  be  operated  upon  start  a quack- 
ing. Any  goose  knows  that  there  would  be  no 
trouble  in  flying  a thousand  miles  if  it  were  not  for 
the  distance;  that  rushing  water  would  be  silent  if 
there  were  no  resistance;  that  a gosling  might  pick 
out  the  eyes  of  a grizzly  bear,  if  the  bear  would  allow 
it;  that,  hi  short,  anything  could  be  accomplished  if 
there  were  no  obstacles  in  the  way. 

How,  a male  goose  v ho  is  left  in  charge  of  one 
female  goose  will  show  fight  immediately  he  sees  her 
in  danger,  and  that  being  the  case,  what  may  be  ex- 
pected when  his  responsibilities  are  increased? 
History  shows  us,  too,  that  it  is  not  safe  to  underrate 
even  a female  goose,  particularly  when  her  nest  is  jjj 
disturbed,  and  the  less  assistance  given  by  the  male  m 
goose,  the  more  ferocity  she  exhibits.  *-;• 

Silly  geese  often  quack,  and  endeavor  to  make  us  h i 
understand  that  the  small  flock  of  geese  who  follow  mo 


the  screecher-extraordinary  are  a mere  speck,  as  com- 
pared with  the  lighting  geese  of  Ganderica.  Any 
goose  knows  that.  A fly  is  a mere  speck  compared 
with  a goose,  yet  it  may  choke  him  to  death  never- 
theless. The  Great  High  Guide  is  on  the  side  of  the 
heaviest  battalions,  it  is  said.  Though  it  be  true, 
much  depends  upon  where  the  battalions  are. 

It  is  certain  that  those  who  have  the  symptoms  of 
public-indignation  are  working  hard  to  keep  it  near 
the  mouth.  They  are  particularly  anxious  to  prevent 
its  reaching  the  legs,  as  they  desire  to  hold  them  as 
a reserve  lorce,  and  it  is  wise,  undoubtedly.  There 
have  been  cases  in  history,  however,  where  issues 
have  come  suddenly,  when  they  were  regarded  as 
being  in  the  dim  distance.  Legs  are  of  little  value 
then,  and  if  the  wings  be  broken,  we  can  imagine 
There  is  among  geese  in  general  a disposition  to  fool  1 
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with  dangerous  materials,  and  a crisis  may  be  brought 
m when  least  expected. 

The  geese  of  Ganderica  are  reputed  t3  be  the 
wisest  on  the  face  of  the  globe.  If  that  reputation  be 
deserved,  it  looks  reasonable'  that  they  should  have 
learned  an  important  lesson  in  the  late  unpleasant- 
ness between  the  geese  of  the  hotter  and  the  colder 
[portions  of  Ganderica.  Some  of  them  have;  some 
who  were  then  goslings  have  yet  to  learn. 

Is  it  not  clear  to  the  brain  of  any  goose  that  it 
would  have  been  better  to  have  purchased  every  black 
goose  in  Ganderica,  even  if  the  price  had  been  set  at 
his  weight  in  .gold,  than  to  have  degraded  the  high 
and  proud  name  of  Ganderica  with  the  brand  of  fratri- 
cide? Would  it  not  have  been  nobler  and  altogether 
more  in  keeping  with  the  actions  of  sensible  geese,  to 
have  adjusted  any  matter  pertaining  to  material  inter- 
ests by  wisdom,  rather  than  by  the  shedding  of  blood? 

In  the  adjustment  of  the  difficulty  arising  out  of 
the  peculiar  notions  of  a small  flock  of  geese  in  Utah, 
will  it  not  be  wiser  for  the  Gandericans  to  be  ovei- 
generous  than  to  be  over-bearing  ? 

Geese  are  geese ; they  are  not  perfect.  The  Great 
3 High  Guide,  who  created  all  geese  free  and  equal, 
9 made  some  with  one  kind  of  conception  and  some 
with  another,  just  as  he  made  the  flowers.  The 
3 honeysuckle  need  not  abuse  the  daisy  because  it  can- 
j not  climb.  The  daisy  need  not  ask  the  destruction  of 

■ the  honeysuckle  because  it  does  climb.  The  rose  need 
i not  be  annihilated  because  it  bears  a thorn. 

1 The  life  of  a goose  is  but  a span.  The  wisest  of 

■ them  must  be  foolish,  in  the  eyes  of  the  Great  High 
) Guide.  The  meanest  of  us  is  too  good  to  be  consigned 
, by  a fellow  goose  to  direst  misery.  While  we  are  all 

amenable  to  the  law,  it  should  not  be  forgotten  that 
! the  law  emanates  from  us.  It  should  never  be  over- 
looked that  the  practice  of  the  Utah  geese  of  taking 
under  their  care  two  or  more  female  geese  was  not 
| against  the  law— the  law  was  made  against  it. 

As  to  the  right  to  preach  and  teach  what  he  sees 
fit,  the  screecher-extraordinary  can  advocate  any  doc- 
trines he  pleases  which  are  not  seditious. 

Let  us  hope  that  the  geese  of  Ganderica  will  never 
allow  any  disease  such  as  public-indignation  to  blind 
their  eyes  so  as  to  prevent  their  seeing  things  just  as 
they  are ; that  their  brains  and  hearts  may  have  free 
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action,  and  that  they  may  never  forget  that  a goose  is 
a goose  anrl  liable  to  error.  In  the  adjustment  of  this 
little  matter  let  us  see  if  the  wise  geese  of  Ganderica 
are  really  wise,  or  whether  their  wisdom  is  only  as- 
sumed. 

Some  inveterate  quackers  affect  to  believe  that 
Ganderica  is  in  danger  on  account  of  the  disposition 
of  these  Utah  geese,  to  appropriate  more  than  their 
legal  share  of  female  geese  to  their  own  use  and  ben- 
efit. There  is  about  as  much  danger  or  cause  for  alarm, 
on  the  part  of  the  Gandericans,  in  the  eccentricities 
of  this  peculiar  race  of  uxorious  geese,  as  there  would 
be  to  the  geese  of  a particular  feeding  place  if  it  were 
discovered  that  the  earth-worms  at  the  bottcm  of  the 
pond,  in  the  mud,  engaged  in  a process  of  generation 
varying  somewhat  from  the  customs  of  the  goose  tribe. 

The  most  bitter  enemies  of  the  U tah  geese,  are 
those  who  constantly  quack  about  these  male  geese 
with  two  or  more  female  attachments,  having  more 
advantages  than  they  themselves  enjoy.  Now,  it  is 
not  necessary  to  join  the  following  of  the  screeoher- 
extraordinary  to  secure  these  same  privileges,  if  such 
they  be.  Any  goose  may  have  two  or  more  female 
geese  attached  to  him  if  he  so  desires,  and  can  per- 
suade the  females.  If  he  cannot,  he  should  not  let 
his  angry  passions  rise  against  those  who  can.  The 
same  privileges  can  be  had,  provided  the  same  respon- 
sibilities be  accepted. 

But  in  the  midst  of  this  goosely  soliloquy,  a stroke 
of  lightning,  directed  by  the  quackitician-assistants 
of  the  Great  High  Gander,  flashes  over  the  Utah 
vales,  and  sends  a thrill  of  excitement  coursing 
through  the  veins  of  every  goose  who  has  brains 
enough  to  tell  a carrot  from  a worm.  This  flash  of 
lightning  has  been  in  process  of  creation  by  the 
trinity-unity-  unity-trinity  - three-in-one-one-in-three- 
quack  - preserver  - screecher  - quaekitician-secret-load- 
stone  combination  for  a long  time.  It  is  called  a bill. 
It  might  as  well  be  called  a wing  or  a tail.  It  is 
about  as  much  use  as  a bill,  a wing  or  a tail,  when  the 
goose  to  which  these  fragments  belong  is  thousands  of 
miles  away.  Such  a bill  is  about  as  valuable  as  an 
order  from  the  Great  High  Goose  of  Goeseopolis,  for- 
bidding the  man  in  the  moon  to  keep  late  hours,  or  an 
edict  of  some  philosophical  old  goose  against  mag- 
netic attraction. 
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The  male  and  female  principles  are  under  the 
control  of  the  individual  geese,  and  while  it  would  be 
easy  to  cut  off  their  wings  or  their  legs,  or  even  to 
wring  their  necks,  the  attempt  to  regulate  their 
thoughts,  or  to  prevent  them  gathering  under  their 
wings  such  females  as  wish  to  gather  there,  must 
prove  a failure,  unless  every  goose  in  Ganderica 
should  constitute  himself  a special  sentinel,  which  he 
will  not  do,  as  the  most  of  them  have  their  own  gath- 
ering to  attend  to. 

Can  it  be  necessary  for  this  goose  to  raise  a single 
quack  to  show  the  advisability  of  allowing  these 
geese  who  have  constructed  nests  to  remain  with 
them,  to  care  for  them,  to  protect  the  female  geese 
and  feed  the  little  goslings,  at  least  as  long  as  the  pro- 
prietresses of  these  several  nests  and  the  little  gos- 
lings need  their  assistance  and  desire  their  presence? 

Why  should  an  egg  which  breaks  and  frees  a little 
gosling  in  ’82  be  considered  a good  egg,  and  one  which 
bursts  in  ’83  be  legally  declared  a rotten  one  ? Do  you 
expect  to  win  the  affections  and  the  loyalty  of  such 
geese  by  such  a movement  as  this?  It  is  supposed 
that  the  Great  High  Guide  regulates  the  hatching  of 
these  little  goslings,  and  fixes  the  precise  date  for 
them  to  break  the  shell.  Why  not  issue  an  order  for 
him  to  change  his  process  ? Why  blame  the  ignorant 
geese  for  failing  to  calculate  to  a da\  ? Why  ask 
them  to  demoralize  themselves  still  further  by  com- 
pelling them  to  disown  their  eggs,  or  break  them  be- 
fore they  are  hatched ? Why  vent  a spleen  on  the 
little  goslings  ? Are  they  responsible  for  the  date  of 
their  appearance  ? 

Drive  these  male  geese  away  from  their  nests, 
and  who  will  care  for  and  protect  the  females  and 
their  young?  An  unprotected  nest,  with  a buxom 
female  goose  in  charge,  is  one  of  the  most  attractive 
sights  i .i  nature  to  a certain  class  of  cowardly  sports- 
men, who  would  not  dare  to  face  a brave  defender. 
Many  of  these  nests  would  be  finally  deserted,  because 
of  the  inherent  feminine  weaknesses  attendant  on 
the  constitution  of  a female  goose. 

Think  for  a moment  the  position  these  female 
geese  would  occupy ! Alone,  with  the  burden  of  the 
little  goslings,  without  assistance,  except  such  as 
might  be  offered  by  a strolling  hunter,  whose  object 
would  too  often  be  the  stealing  of  her  plumage  and 
the  befouling  of  her  nest!  Fearing  these  terrors,  she 
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must  either  submit  to  them  or  reign  in  silence  and 
alone,  trusting  to  some  unforseen  and  almost  unhoped 
for  deliverance.  Her  chief  hope  would  be  in  the 
future  of  her  little  goslings,  who,  during  their  growth, 
would  naturally  extract  from  her  the  story  of  her 
wrongs,  and  they,  certainly,  in  the  hot  blood  of  gos- 
linghoocl,  would  swear  vengeance  on  the  proud  and 
boastful  Gandericans  who,  in  the  interest  of  then- 
hollow  assumption  of  virtue,  cruelly  left  their  poor 
misguided  mother  to  wear  her  life  away,  compelled  at 
times,  perhaps,  to  labor  for  another  class  of  female 
geese,  who,  lacking  the  motherly  quality,  maki  it  a 
study  to  prevent  responsibilities  "in  the  shape  of  little 
goslings  from  making  their  appearance  unpropit- 
iously. This  class  of  female  geese,  by  combining  the 
pride  of  the  peacock  and  the  habits  of  foul  creatures 
generally,  are  altogether  too  acute  to  be  without  a pro- 
tector ; too  often  they  have  numerous  protectors,  who, 
by-the-by,  have  nothing  to  protect. 

The  effect  of  this  bill,  wing  or  tail,  whichever  the 
geese  please  to  call  it,  will  be  the  creation  of  just  such 
situations  as  this.  Numerous  nests  will  be  left  un- 
protected, and  they  will  of  course  be  preyed  upon  by 
every  creature  who  delights  in  such  sport. 

To  obviate  this,  it  is  said  that  the  Great  High 
Gander  will  compel  the  male  geese  who  have  helped 
make  these  nesls  to  support  them,  and  provide  the  fe- 
males and  little  goslings  with  the  means  of  subsis- 
tence. 

Indeed!  Such  goosely  wisdom  is  overwhelming! 
That  is  exactly  what  they  are  doing  now.  Why  not 
let  them  continue  in  so  doing,  preventing  only  the  ad- 
dition of  females  to  the  family  circle?  Draw’  a line  if 
you  wish.  Prevent  extension  of  the  objectionable 
feature,  but  let  existing  nests  alone.  Leave  the  male 
protectors  to  provide  as  they  now  are  doing,  and  if 
eggs  are  hatched  in ’83,  or  at  any  other  time,  provided 
they  are  laid  in  the  family  nests,  let  them  not  be  de- 
clared rotten.  Compel  ail  male  geese  who  have  nu- 
merous nests  to  remain  with  them,  and  prevent  the 
nests  and  their  out-put  from  leaving  burdens  to  Gan- 
derica. 

Some  wise  geese  quack  very  loudly,  and  ask  that 
the  male  geese  be  compelled  to  support  these  nests, 
and  the  goslings  therein,  without  ever  going  near  the 
nests.  Surely  wisdom  crieth  aloud  in  the  goose- 
ponds!  As  well  ask  an  old  hen  to  scratch  for  her 
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chickens,  but  to  never  go  near  them.  As  well  ask  the 
same  old  hen  to  gather  the  chickens  under  her  wings, 
but  nol  to  allow  the  warmth  of  her  body  to  go  out 
from  her. 

These  wise  geese  quack  loudly  for  this  policy,  and 
declare  their  willingness  to  allow  a certain  famili- 
arity to  exist  between  the  male  goose  and  his  female 
attachments,  but  they  decidedly  object  to  this  being 
allowed  to  have  any  kind  of  feeling  for  them.  He  may 
quack  to  them,  and  they  to  him, but  there  must  be  no 
affectionate  quacking  done  under  any  circumstances. 
He  may  go  into  the  same  field  with  them,  but  not 
into  the  same  pen.  He  may  touch  their  wings,  but  he 
must  not  disturb  their  feathers!!!  Quack!  Quack! 
Quack ! is  all  these  wise  geese  can  say,  and  so  long  as 
they  make  themselves  heard,  they  seem  to  be  happy, 
not  realizing  that  they  are  implanting  in  the  minds  of 
the  Utah  geese  a poison,  whicn  once  allowed  to  escape, 
may  cast  a blight  where  it  is  least  expected . 

There  is  now  slumbering  in  the  hearts  of  thous- 
ands, if  not  millions,  of  Ganderican  geese,  a very 
Fiend,  the  offspring  of  hate  and  ambition,  which,  once 
aroused,  may  spread  as  all  such  noxious  elements  al- 
ways do,  and,  gathering  in  force  like  an  overwhelm- 
ing torrent,  may  eventually  obliterate  all  traces  of  its 
origin. 

Does  any  goose  with  a particle  of  experience  in 
regard  to  matters  akin  to  those  affecting  so  many 
points  of  Gandericanism  as  do  those  of  the  Utah 
question,  suppose  that  if  a lack  of  wisdom  and  mercy 
be  displayed,  the  sympathies  of  kindred  interests  will 
not  be  aroused?  And  if  aroused,  who  knows  when 
they  again  will  slumber?  It  is  folly  to  suppose  that 
the  numerous-nest  question  is  the  only  one  at  issue. 
This  is  one  of  the  most  unimportant  ingredients  in  the 
compound.  Abolish  every  goose  with  numerous 
nests;  wring  their  necks,  and  scatter  the  goslings; 
the  quacking  will  be  just  as  loud  Irom  the*  geese  who 
have  the  public-indignation.  Why?  Because  the 
numerous-nest  matter  is  simply  a war-cry.  The  real 
object  is  to  silence  the  quack  of  geese  now  in  the  ma- 
jority, because  the  minority  find  themselves  unfitted 
to  appreciate  the  pitch  of  the  majority  quack,  and 
because  they  cannot  control  the  load-stone  which 
regulates  this  trinity-unity-unity-trinity  combination. 
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“Alas,  what  does  man  here  below? 

A little  noise  in  much  obscurity/’
